PUBLIC  CLEANSING . 

The  Wyke  Refuse  Tip  was  finally  closed  down  in  June  and 
thereafter  all  refuse  has  been  dealt  with  at  the  old  tip  at 
the  Sewage  Works,  chiefly  by  burning  on  the  tip,  pending  the 
acquisition  of  the  proposed  new  tipping  site  adjacent. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  T"0RKS. 

Following  the  making  of  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  in 
October,  1963  i  1  respect  of  land  required  for  the  reorganisation 
and  extension  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  further  information 
required  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  was 
submitted  during  the  year  but  by  the  end  of  19^4  no  date  had 
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"been  fixed  for  the  holding  of  a  Public  Inquiry  into  the  Order, 
SEWERAGE . ' 


The  remaining  sections  of  the  new  surface  water 
sewer  from  Bradley  Road,  through  the  Grove  Estate  and  Bradley 
Gardens  Estate  to  the  outfall  to  stream  on  to  the  urban 
district  boundary  were  completed. 

The  new  relief  surface  water  sewer  from  Victoria  Road 
through  Osbourne  Estate  to  outfall  to  the  brook  North  of 
Victoria  Road  was  constructed. 

A  number  of  lengths  of  sewers  in  the  district  were 
cleansed  by  mechanical  plant,  the  work  being  done  by  a 
firm  of  contractors. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS. 


Ten  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  open-air 
bathing  pool  during  the  year  and  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  Bacteriological  Examination.  All  samples 
were  reported  free  from  pollution.

Prom  June  1964  "the  Mobile  Unit  visited  St. Stephen's  Place, 
Trowbridge  at  fortnightly  intervals  from  10-12  a.m.  on 
Thursdays  to  enable  adults  to  have  an  X-ray  of  the  chest 
free  of- charge.  In  1964  two-hundred  and  twenty-two  people 
attended  and  six  abnormalities  were  found.

By  far  the  heaviest  commitment  during  the  year  was  the 
maintenance  of  full  inspection  of  the  carcases  and  organs  of  all 
animals  slaughtered  in  the  District  for  human  food  and  details  of 
these  increasing  duties  are  sot  out  in  Section  "A”  of  the  Report. 

Progress  was  made  in  work  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957? 
particularly  in  the  Mortimer  Street  area  where  the  Council  made 
a  number  of  'Compulsory  Purchase  Orders.

A  -  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES. 

(i)  SLAUGHTERING . 

The  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations  (Appointed  Day 
-  No. 2)  Order,,  1964  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of 
Cruelty)  Regulations  (Appointed  Day  -  No. 2)  Order,  1964  came 
into  force  on  1st  April  bringing  into  operation  the  whole  of 
the  statutory  provisions  relating  to  the  hygiene  and  construction 
of  slaughterhouses. 

The  new  slaughterhouse  at  Bowyers  (Wiltshire)  Limited  mentioned 
in  the  1963  report  was  completed  and  the  necessary  alterations  and 
improvements  at  the  other  two  slaughterhouses  were  carried  out, 
resulting  in  an  overall  improvement  in  the  standard  of  hygiene 
and  in  the  facilities  for  meat  inspection. 

Twenty-five  slaughtermen  were  licensed  under  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  Act,  1958  of  which  fifteen  were  confined  to  the  slaughter 
of  pigs  only. 

(ii)  INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

With  the  appointment  of  the  two  meat  inspectors  reported 
last  year  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors, 
the  Department  was  able,  for  the  first  time,  to  carry  out  the 
inspection  of  the  whole  of  the  carcases  and  organs  of  all  animals 
slaughtered  in  the  District  for  human  food  in  accordance  with  the 
Meat  Regulations,  1963. 
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Although  the  kill  at  one  small  private  slaughterhouse  fell 
considerably,  tho  throughput  at  the  two  factory  slaughterhouses 
increased  by  some  21,000  pigs  and  the  time  required  to  bo  devoted 
to  meat  inspection  work  increased  proportionately. 

The  statistics  on  page  15  relating  to  disease  in  sheep  and 
lambs  are  of  no  significance  because  of  the  small  throughput  of 
these  classes  of  animals.
